REMARKS 



Entry of this after-final amendment is respectfully requested in order to enable allowed 
claims to issue. Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 7, 9, 10, 22, 23, 25-29 and 31-33 were pending. Claims 28, 
29, 31 and 32 were allowed. Applicant has cancelled claims 1-27, 30 and 33. 

Applicant notes that claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 7, 9, 10, 22, 23, 25-27 and 33 were rejected or 
objected to. While the Applicant respectfully traverses the rejections and objections of these 
claims. Applicant will present arguments related to the rejection in a later continuation 
application. Thus the cancellation of the claims should not be viewed as an agreement with the 
Examiner's contentions, but rather as a means to expediting issuance of the allowed subject 
matter. Allowed claims 28, 29, 31 and 32 are therefore the sole remaining claims. Accordingly a 
notice of allowance is hereby solicited.
